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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In view of the amendment of 6-21-2007, the examiner will withdraw the 102 rejection 
relying on the teaching of Gilmartin as Gilmartin does not teach that the electrons are transferred 
from the enzyme directly to the at least one mediator. Rather Gilmartin requires the use of an 
intermediate hydrogen peroxide between the enzyme and mediator. 

2. However, the examiner will maintain the 103 rejections relying on Feldman and Hughes 
as primary teachings as set forth in paragraphs 7-16 of the 4/16/2007 office action. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 16 is objected to because -least- has been misspelled as "leaf. 

Response to Arguments 

4. With respect to the 103 rejection, applicant urges that neither Feldman nor Hughes teach 
the claimed electrode and track structure. However, that is the purpose of the secondary teaching 
of Gilmartin. See paragraphs 8 and 13 from the 4/16/2007 office action. With respect to 
Gilmartin and its use of hydrogen peroxide, see paragraph 14 from the 7/24/2006 office action as 
well as paragraph 19 from the 4/16/2007 office action. With respect to either Feldman or 
Hughes and the set forth electron transfer process, see the use of the evidentiary teachings of 
Karube and Hedenmo from the 4/16/2007 office action.
